‘Tyrannick Power is like a Mete- 
or inthe Air; portentous of Defolation and 
Ruin; But Legal Government isa fixed Star, 
lumgnous in its own Orb to Thoufands of Ge- 
nerations ; whenas the other remains but fora 
fhort fpace of Time, an Obje& of Terror to 
Menkind. Itisa Maxim in Natural Philofo- 
phy, That every thing is nourifhed by thofe 
Things out of which it is made. It’s as true 
in Politicks, that every Government is fuppor- 
ted by thofe Principles on which it is founded; 
you'll fay by and by,Honeft Country: man, that 
I am flip’d befide my Text, but Fil keep as 
clofe to it as ay Parfon of ’em all. 

The French King’s Government is founda 
upor the ruin of the Eftablifh’d Laws of Franer, 
on the Deftruction of the Rights of its Natives, 
and the total Subveslion of the Reformed Re- 
ligion: Now fuch as is the Foundation, fuch muft 
be the means by which it is fupported, that is, 
byTyranny,Ufurpationjand Robbery. To make 
this Difference betwixt a Legal and Tyranni- 
cal Government more fully appear, let us 
compare the Methods made ufe of by France 
in carrying on the War, with thofe vfed in 
England at this prefent Time. 

The French King as he is a Tyrant, ufes no 
Legal way of raifing of Money for the Support 
of his Govetnment ; but takes what he Pleafes 
from his Pegple, and not what they can ipare ; 
and when he has exaggerated the Treafure of 
his own People, then he Robs his Neighbours 
to replenifh his Exchequer, as now at this 
Junéture he waits at Verfailes for the Plate 
Fleet, as a Highway-Man does at Gads- Hill for 
a Purchafe. 

The Conflitution of England, and the method 
of fupporting Jt, are quite different. The 
Government of our Queen is founded on a 
Legal Eftablifhment; it is not in her Inclina- 
tion to Injure the Liberty of the People by rai- 
fing Money without their Confent, and the 
Money is raifed for the Common Good of both 
Queen and People 5 our Government is fuch, 
that no good thing can happen, either to the 

en or People, but what tends to the good 
of both; and ’tis the fame thing in what is Af- 
fli@ive and Troublefome, for there is a Circu- 


lation of Happinefs or Mifery in the Veins of 


our Goveriment, which affedts every erabet : 
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Bot there’s a perfect Stagnation in the French 
Government. The People of France are in a 
State of Earthly-Damnation ; they are doom’d 
to Perpetual Slavery, and every Advantage 
their King gets, doés nor in the leaf allievate 
their AGfery, but confirmstheir Bonds: Should 
he get the whole Plate Fleet into his Pofleffion, 
it would be fo far from giving them the leaft 
Eafe, that it would add new Links to their 
Chains, and Rivvet them the fafter ; whereas if 
that Fleet fhould fall into the Hands of our 
Queen, every Subject in England would be the 
better for it by the abatement of Taxes. 

Country-m. All this is true; and for that 
Reafon, { with our Queen,had every Penny of 
that Money. 

Obf. If that Money was in our Queens hands, 
it would not be fo great an Advantage to Her 
and Us, asit would be to the French King; for 
our Queen having the Hearts, and coniequently 
the Purjes of her People, has no occafion to de- 
frand others to Maintain her Armies and Fleets ; 
if fhe had the Piate,every one muft have hisDue 
out of it; the Dutch Merchants muft have their 
Effects, the Englifh theirs, the Spanifh Mer- 
chants (that are not in Rebeliion againft the 
Houfe of Aufiria) muft have theirs; and what 
the French Merchants have on board, I fuppofe, 
is the leaft part of the Cargo; fo that England 
would not be fo much enrich’d by this means 
as fome People may {magine. But if the Frénch 
King get this Prize, ’cwill be all is own; he’s 
a ftrange iort of Pirate, he allows but one fhare 
iti the Booty that isto himfelf : But I'll tell thee, 
Honeft Country-man, if what is. Reported of 
Sit Clowdfley Shovel’s taking 30 of the French 
WNewfound-Lazzd Bankers proves true,it will be a 
greater Advatitage to England than the taking 
of the Plate-Fieet.
